No Compulsion 
In Barbers’ Act 


CREATING IMPRESSION REGIS- 
TRATION COMPULSORY, A 
SERTION; ROBB MAY INQUIRE 


TORONTO, Sept. 7—Complaints 
regarding the alleged “high-handed” 
tactics of the council administering 
the Hairdressers’ and Barbers Asso- 
elation Act, which was passed at 
the last session of the Ontario Leg- 
islature (and which has been greet- 
ed enthusiastically by a number of 
Lindsay barbers), have reached 
Queen’s Park, and are likely, it is 
understood, to be looked into by 
Hon. Dr. J. M. Robb, Minister of 
Health, on his return to the city 
from a short holiday at Blind River. 

One of the chief arguments of the 
complainants is that the council ‘s 
creating the impression that regis- 
tration of all barbers and hairdress- 
ers is compulsory. Such ts not the 
case, however. It is purely optional 
with a barber whether he joins up 
with the assoclation. 

At the present time the registrar 
of the association is impressing up- 
on all members of the trade by 
means of a circular letter “the im- 
portance” of the following regula- 
tlons adopted by the Barbers’ Coun- 
cll: 

“AYl members of the old Ontario 
Master ‘Barbers’ and Hairdressers’ 
Association in good standing before 
Dec. 31, 1933, shall be considered 
charter members in the registered 
association and their annual fee 
shall be $5. 

“All others registering after Dec, 
$1, 1933, shall have to pay an an- 
nual fee of $10 and pass an exam- 
ination, the fee for which shall be 
$5 in addition to the annual fee.” 

A number of barbers claim that 
adoption of such regulations is ‘go- 
Ing too fast,” and not in conform- 
ity with the spirit of the act as 
passed by the Legislature.

J. J, Glass, Who Has Retired, 
Has Had Life Made Inter- 
esting By Adventures 


SHIPWRECKED ONCE 


Today J. J. Glass, collector of 
customs ‘and excise in Lindsay for 
nearly 22 years, is on holidays that 
will last as long as he lives, haying 
been superannuated and retiring 
from his position, On Wednesday 
the customs staff at the Port of 
Lindsay Custom Office presented 
him with a magnificent gold-head- 
ed cane to mark his retirement from 
the position he filled''so ably and 
for such a long time, 


Mr. Glass was born in 1869 at 
Little Britain, Mariposa Township, 
a son of the late Mr. and Mrs. John 
Glass. He was educated at the 
schools of Mariposa Township and 
is an Anglican In religion, being a 
member of St. Paul's Church here. 

His life has been varied, full of 
adventure and strange incidents. 
When only a boy he left on a trip 
to England and on returning was 
shipwrecked off the Cape of Gaspe. 
He set sail from Newport in Wales 
on the steamship Warwick along 
with only six other passengers. The 
boat) was heavily loaded with rail- 


started to founder in the Bay cf 
Gaspe Mr, Glass along with the 
other passengers were taken off by 
means of a cable wire and basket. 

The seven shipwrecked passengers 
were forced to stay in the Gaspe 
Basin for a week before being call- 
ed for by the steamship Bonayesta 
ond landed in Montreal! 

It was on this trip to the Old 
Country that Mr, Glass brought 
back the first bicycle that was ever 
in Victoria County. It was one of 
the high rear-wheel type that are 
only seen in antique shops today, 
but was one of the local wonders at 
that time. 

. Started On Farm 

For some years Mr, Glass work- 
ed on his father’s farm and then 
branched out to the insurance bus- 
iness at which he made a great su 
cess before being appointed cus- 
toms collector in Lindsay on Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1912, by the Borden Gov- 
ernment, at the time the late Sir 
Sam Hughes was member for this 
district. 

Capt. Glass was a paymaster with 
the 109th Battalion for a short time 
before that unit went overseas. He 
handed over the pay office and took 
over the recruiting office of the 
same battalion. Being a commis- 
sloned officer, he was then appoint- 
ed a leutenant-coloneland! orfan- 
ized the 252nd Battalion, recruiting 
about 600 men, 

In 1908-9 ne was: captatin of the 
34th Regiment, Ontario County, at 
Whitby. Prior to being captain of 
the 34th he was a leutenant in the 
45th Victoria and Haliburton Regi- 
ment. Capt. Glass had as his as- 
sistant officer in recruiting for the 
252nd Battalion, Dr. J, L, Hughes, 
of Toronto. He refused to take any. 
pay for his services and returned 
all money recetyed in his name to 
the accountant of militia pay at 
Ottawa, We enlisted and gave his 
services without pay as a commis- 
sioned officer, 

Tt 1s not known at present who 
the new collector will be, as the 
appointment will have to be made 
by the Federal Goyernment.

The little challenger at times 
bounced completely out-of the wat- 
er, but. the skilful manoeuvring of 
her pilot always righted her, and 
as he went past the judges’ stand 
on his final lap at ‘an average speed 
of 87.215 statute miles an hour he 
wayed his hand cheerily to the 
crowd. Wood's fastest lap was his 
third, when he attained a top gait 
of 89.339 statute miles an hour. 

The time for the race was: Miss 
America X., 27:48.92, an average of 
86.937; Miss Britain IIT., 28:11.25, an 
average of 85.7895 statute miles an 
hour. 

Wood's 22-second victory today 
was the closest since he won the 
trophy in Osborne Bay in 1920. At 
that time he won by a margin of 

34 seconds over another American 
entry, Miss Detroit IV. 

“We had a wonderful race from 
our standpoint, the hardest we ever 
had for the Harmsworth Trophy. 
Scott-Paine droye a wonderful race. 
He had a lot of nerve to press his 
boat the way he did. He told me he 
had it wide open. 

“No, we never had Miss America 
wide-open. I gave it the gun on the 
last straightaway for just a mom- 
ent The highest we turned over 
was 2,100 revolutions per minute. 

“All through the race I was driy- 
ing to win the Harmsworth ‘Trophy, 
and keep It in America, not to set 
any records or endanger Miss Am- 
erica.” 

Scott-Paine's first remark after 
the finish of the race was that he 
Imtended to come over again and try 
for the’ Harmsworth Trophy, “if I 
can make {t and bring over a boat 
that ean give Gar Wood a better 
race.” 

“Miss Britain performed perfect- 
ly all through the race. It took a 
lot of driving as you saw. At the 
turns we were out of the water a 
large part of the time,’ he con- 
tinued. 

“On. the straightaways Miss Bri- 
ain was golng more than 100 miles 
an-hour, 104 to 105 at times. I was

Shows How Hog 
Cholera Spreads 


Through the efficiency of the Do- 
minion and Provincial Departments 
ef Agriculture and the co-operative 
keenness of the farming commun- 
ity, Canada is well protected against 
the introduction of serious contag- 
fous diseases, At the same time, in 
view of the extensive outbreaks of 
hog cholera south of the interna- 
tional line, it is not out of place to 
remember that the cause of that 
disease is a germ, and that with- 
out the presence of the germ there 
can be no disease. The spread of 
the disease occurs whenever the 
germs from a diseased hog gains 
access to a healthy one and this 
takes place in many different ways 
—by actual contact, by infectious 
matter throughout the pen, pasture 
or railway car in which the hog is 
going to market, by the feet of men, 
animals or birds, and wandering 
dogs. Curious neighbours wishing 


easily take the infection home to 
their own hogs on their boots, Dom- 
estic pigeons may feed in an infect- 
ed pen and fly to some neijghbour- 
ing farm carrying the infection on 
their feet, and a stream of water 
flowing through an infected pasture 
may spread the infection from farm 
to farm. Feeding raw garbage, 
which {s prohiblted in Canada may 
also be responsible for infection.

Haliburton County farmers in 
1930 sold live animals and poultry 
to the total value of $82,722, of 
Which $81,417 was for domestic an- 
Imals and $1,305 for poultry. 

There were 5 colts and fillies, 
other horses, 664 calves, 177 milch 
cows, 1,422 other cattle, 1,115 lambs,

Newton Smale Speaks 

The main speaker of the mecting| 
Immediate Past President. Newton 
Smale was Introduced by the Pres- 
ident Jack’ Baker “and received #2 
hearty accord. ‘Mr. Smale gave an 
interesting. address on the war debt 
question as it affected Great Brit- 
tain and the United States, and as 
one of the main causes of the pres- 
ent depressicn. He said that aJ] his 
facts had been gained from a source 
in United States that might be 
considered an authority as to actual 
figures and statements. 

“There is no doubt but what the 
War Debts have been a leading fac- 
tor in causing the depression,” said 
Mr. Smale, “and everyone certainly 
expects something tangible next, 
month when the commissioners of 
Great Britain and United States 
meet in Washington to reconsider 
the War Debt. 

“At the present time Britain has 
enormous incomes which are derived 
as a direct result of past !aws made 
by far-sighted and thrifty people. 
The interest on this income ts paid 
by means of import and export of 
goods. United States has expected 
the interest on her income to be 
paid in «lirect gold which is inipos- 
sible, 

“The origin of the debt,” contin- 
ued Mr, Smale, “is assumed to war 
contracts. When the States entered 
the war, she exerted herself to man- 
ufacture armaments, etc., and trans- 
port them to Europe for sale. Sev- 
en billion dollars ‘was raised in this 
way. A debt of three and a third 
billion dollars was further incurred 
by Britain buying United States 
manufactures for 18 months subse- 

quent to the war. This was a use- 
less debt run up to complete con- 
tracts and made the total debt 
amount to 10 1-4 billion dollars, 
The ‘Allies have paid one billion to 
the principal and two billion on the 
interest and there Is now due an 
amount of 11 1-2 billion. The debt 
{s funded over a period of 62 years 
at a rate of 3.3 per cent. In com- 
parison France only pays 1.6 per 
cent. and Italy one-tenth of one 
per cent, The States gives as a rea- 
son for this markedidifference that 
Britain {8 better able’ to “divvy sp/ 
England Is Willing

OPEN ELEVEN DAYS 


TORONTO, Sept. 8B—Open season 
for the hunting of partridge in On- 
tarlo this aitliumn is to run from 
Oct. 9 to Oct, 19, inclusive, Hon. G. 
H. Challies, Minister of Game and 
Fisheries, announced Thursday af- 
ternoon, an Order-in-Council to 
this eftecs having been passed by 
the Cabinet. But hunters possessing 
deer on moose hunting licenses may 
shoot partridge for six days of the 
deer hunting season, the periods dif- 
fering in the several hunting dis- 
tricts. 

For Residents 

The season from Oct. 9 to Oct. 
19 is open for all parts of Ontario 
except Crown game preserves, Pro- 
vineial parks and any other lands 
which are legally prohibited. This 
Qurticular pericd is open only to 
residents of the Province wno nave 
gun licenses. The other periods set 
nsico specificaliy for those with deer 
and moose hunting licenses are not 
restricted to residents. any one pos- 
sessing the above Jicense being al- 
lowed to shoot partridge. 

These periods ere as follows, in 
She district north of the main line 
of the Canadian National Railways 
—deer And moose: Sept. 15 to Nov. 
25; partridge: Oct. 20 to Oct. 25, 
ipsiusive:

Just when, where, and now hard 
old man Depression hit the town of 
Lindsay is clearly shown by com- 
varing the industrial position of the 
town in 1929 with its position in 
1930, by the latest available figures 
as given by the Canada Year Book 
for 1933, Lindsay has always been 
classed as a farmer's and railroad- 
er's town but, up to 1929, it had also 
maintained a position in the indus- 
trial world that compared very fay- 
crably with: towns and cities of the 
same size

000,000, althdtigh) one more industry 
was established, anc: the value of 
the industrial capitalofelliover one 
millionsdolinrsy Incredible cthough it 
seems ‘although there ‘was only 45 
men lessie¢mployed there was a total 
decrease in’ wages and salaries paid 
of cyer $100,000. 

In 1929 Lindsay nad 35 industries, 
employed 478 men and had an an- 
nual payroll of $527,206. In 1930 
there were 36 industries employing 
433 men and only paying $415,899. 
It can be readily seen from these 
figures that although the town may 
be numerically strong in industries 
they are not the size of establish- 
ments found in other municipali- 
ties, which have been boomed in 
many cases by one huge industry 
‘hat provides seasonal employment 
for a large number of men. 

In 1929, Lindsay industries had a 
-working capital of $3,664,398. In the 
space of one year this capital de- 
creased to $2,309,127. The gross 
value of the goods produced in 1930 
was $1,704,278 as compared with 


goods produced in 1929 that valued 


$2,610,634. 'The cost of materiass 
was naturally smaller, amounting to 
$887,031 in 1930 as compared wlth 
$1,316,075 in the previous year.

SALESMAN 


WAS FINED $10 AND COSTS FOR 
SELLING SPECTACLES IN DIS- 
TRICT WITHOU LICENSE 
Charged with selling spectacles 

throughout this district without the 

necessary certificate of a qualified 
optometrist, V, Cox, of Oshawa, was 
feund guilty and fined $10 and costs 
in police court on Saturday by His 

Worship Magistrate Jordan. 
Three witnesses from Little Bri- 

tain and Oakwood testified that 
they had ordered glasses through 
Cox who was acting for the Nu- 
Way Optical Company. They stat- 
ed that Cox used a sliding rule af- 
fair to test their eyes and told them 
that the new glasses would make 
them able to read clearly and to 
sec far away. This sliding rule as 
exhibited in the evidence was fit- 
ted with a small lens through which 
the customer looked thruugh one 
eye while the salesman moved a lit- 
tle sliding block with letters on it 
along the rule. When the block 
was in such a position that the 
letters could be read clearly the| 
number op the graduated rule was 
noted down and that was supposed 
to give all the information neces- 
sary to fitting the customer with 
suitable lens. 

The witnesses, who were all lad- 
tes stated they had recelved the 
glasses but they were not absolute- 
ly satisfactory. They had paid so 
much down and the rest on re- 
ceJpt of the spectacles. 

Complaints Made 

Complaints coming in to the head 
office in xegard to the sale of these 
spectacles led to an investigation 
by W. R. Barklay, Inspector for 
the Provincial Board of Optometry, 
that resulted in the arrest of Cox 
and his appearance in court here. 

In giving evidence, Cox, statéd 
that he never pretended to be an 
optician but only acted as @ sales- 
man in this company. On being 
eress-examined by Crown Attorn- 
ey J. E. Anderson, K.C., he sald that 
the Nu-Way Optical Company had 
a factory and four stores in Toron- 
te. He thought that this company 
was owned by an American Dr, 
-Rithloz, and the stores operated vn- 
der his name. He had only been 
working for the company as  sales- 
man for a period of around tiree 
months end his activities had all 
been around Little Britain and 
Oakwood.

Thought Cost Would Be High 

Mayor Armstrong thought the 
idea good but said the Council 
would be up against an engin 
fee of five per cent. and it can’t 
be charged as labor.

The 90th Winnipeg Rifles, famous 
“Little Black Devils," are celebrat- 
Ing their golden jubilee In a ten- 
day get together of old comradez at 
Winnipeg, Sept. 8th to 18th. 

In its fifty years the 90th, first 
Canadian regiment to send a unit 
for service overseas, has seen the 
West develop into a mighty country 
and many of its officers and men 
have taken a leading part in rhat 
development. And the regiment that 
knew the nomad Indian and roam- 
ing Buffalo herd, and fought in the 
Northwest Rebellion, won fine hen- 
ors too, in Egypt, South Africa, and 
the Great War. 

The Rifles! overseas’ battalion, the 
8th, won 20 battle honors in the 
Great War, and among 431 members 
who gained distinction in the field 
were three Victoria Cross holders. 
More than 400 of its personnel won 
Aecorations, 11 officers won the DS. 
‘O. and 40 the Military Cross, seven 
of them with bar. Non-commis- 
sioned officers and men were award- 
ed 36 D.CM\'s, 195 Military Medals 
with Bars and 13 of all’ ranks 
gained the Military Service Medal. 
Im addition, 8 “Little Black Devils” 
received the French Croix de Guer- 
re, six the Belgian Croix de Guerre, 
and four fhe Russian’ Order of St. 
George, fourth class. Almost as 
many more men recruited by the 
90th but serving in other battalions, 
won decorations in the field.

THREE EXTRA POLICE 


Although all areas affected by 
special regulations as regards park- 
ing and traffic will be carefully post 
ed before the great annual event— 
the Lindsay Fair—swings on its way 
to-morrow, Chief Lawler this morn- 
ing outlined to a reporter regula- 
tions which will be strictly enforc- 
| ed this year. 

Adelaide Street will be for south- 
bound traffic only, Falr Avenue will 
be open for eastbound traffic only. 
There will be no parking allowed 
on Adelaide Street from Bond to

north side of Fair Avenue and no 
parking on the south side of Bond|

The South Victoria Agricultural So- 
clety went ahead alone and Vic- 
toria County had its first fair of an 
entirely nome-brew nature~in 1883. 
Most of the rest of The Canadian 
| Post's report on the fair is a con- 
| densed prize list, headed by the ex- 
planation that want of space and 
time and the fact that all exhibits 
had not been placed made it impos- 
sible to include all tne prize win- 
j mers in that issue. Fuller details 
were promised in the next issue and 
more than four columns on its front 
page were taxen up with the prize 
list and other general notes on the 
fair. 

The October 5th issue of The Post 
told of some of the attractions at 
the fair: A lacrosse match between 
{Andsay and Beaverton, two horse 
races and in one heat meution is 
made that after 15 minutes of scor- 
ing a fair start was effected, a large 
display of horses, and good displays 
of cattle, sheep, pigs, and poultry, 


ments, carriages end wagons, and 
handsome exhibits sponsored by 
Lindsay merchants, and also dis- 
plays of fruit and vegetables, grain 
butzer and cheese, domestic manu- 
factures, fine arts, and lad'es’ york. 
“Two side shows,” The Post notes, 
“under canvas were on the grounds. 
The usual marvellous curiosities 
were on exhibition.” 

Races Different Then 
Each of the two races, by the way, 
was for a purse of $50, winner to 
receive 75 per cent. and second horse 
to get the rest. Concerning the rac- 
€s, it {s remarked that the horse 
had to go around the track three 
time, a little less than a mile, and: 
“It wasiplain that the horse that 
secured the lead at the start was 
destined to hold it throughout, it 
being almost impossible to pass, the 
track being narrow and on a con- 
tinual curve.” 
Editorially The Canadian Post of 
Priday, October 12th, sald: 
"Lindsay has good reason to fcel 
proud of the success of the central 
exhibition held here last ‘week. It 
was the firet district fair held in 
the town under strictly local auspict 
es and did not have advantages 
flowing from the central combin- 
ation, and many were not confident 
as to its comparative success; but 
the results haye been on the whole 
more gratifying than the two ‘cen- 
trals held ‘under the old joint ar- 
rangement, Tne directors, manag- 
ers, and promoters, and especially 
the worthy secretary-treasurer, Mr 
James Keith, are to be congratulat- 
ed upon the successful results of 
their labors. The society will have, 
we believe, a fair surplus to be car- 
tied forward to next year, when the 
prize-list will be enlarged and sev- 
eral improvements effected.

Firearms As 
Law Provides’ 


Changes In Game and Fish- 
eries Laws Are Explained 
By Association. 


WORTH ATTENTION 

The Peterboro Game and Fish 
Protective Association recently com- 
piled the following information re- 
garding the change in the Game 
and Fisheries Laws with respect to 
the carrying of firearms. It is sug- 
gested that readers who are inter- 
ested in this matter clip and retain 
this article in order thet they may 
be in a position to inform others 
who may have read it, as well as to 
refresh thelr own memories later. 


Sub-Section 3, Section 10 
Notwithstanding the provisions of 
Sub-Section 2, every resident who 
uses any firearm or alr gun for the 
purpose of hunting or shooting any 
bird or animal except under the 
authority of a license, shall be gull- 
fy of an offence against this act, 
but this sub-section possession of 
@ny firearm or ‘aizr gun shall be 
prima facte evidence that the person 
{n possession thereof was hunting 
or shooting such birds or animals. 
Section 20, Eub-Section “E” 
A license may be issued, toa ri 
ident of Ontario not under sixteen 
years of age to use firearms, or air 
uns for hunting purposes as de- 
manded under the provisions of stb- 
section 3, of section 10, and the fee 
for such license shall be 85¢ togeth-| 
er with a fee of 15¢ cor the issuing 
of same. 
Section “O,” of Section 10, 2 
Resident shall mean any person 
who has actually resided in the pro- 
vince of Ontario for a period of 
twelve consecutive months {mmed- 
fately preceding the time that his 
residence becomes material under 
the provisions of this act. 
Sub-Section BB of Section 2 

Farmers shall mean any person 
actually living upon and tilling his 
own land or lands to possessicn of 

which he {s for the time being en- 
titled or any bona fide settler en- 
gaged in clearing the land for the 
purpose of bringing same to a btate 
of cultivation. 

The following comment is offer- 
ed on this law. No person under the 
age of sixteen can legally obtain a 
permit to use firearms, or an air gun} 
for hunting purposes. Parents of 
Children tinder this age should note 
this and avoid trouble by not allow- 
Ing these minors to carry firearms 
Or air rifles. 

A farmer means exactly a person 
fis described by sub-section BB of 
Section 2 of the Act. That is any. 
person actually living upon and till- 
{ng his own land or land to the pos- 
b6s5}0n of which he ts for the time 
being entitled such as land he has 
leised or rented, but he must be ly- 
ing upon and tilling it. This also 
applies to a settler engaged in clear- 
{ng tae land for the purposes of 
bringing same to a state of cultiva- 
tion. Obviously a person owning 
land but not living upon and tilling 
it does not qualify as a farmer 
within the meaning of this act. 

A farmer as defined by this act 
does n& require this gun license to 
Hunt on his own Jand, but does re- 
quire if he hunts elsewhere. 

A resident within the meaning of 
this act {fs a person who has actual- 
ly resided in Ontario for a period of 
at least (welve consecutive months

He expected to make 
his departure from the city in the 
near future. 

One of Youngest 

Judge McGibbon, who will be one 
of the youngest County Court judges 
in the province, is the fourth son 
of the late Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
McGibbon. He was born in Pene- 
tenguishene, Simcoe County, a littic 
over forty years ago and was edu-: 
cated in the Protestant Separate) 
school later attending the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. During the years, 
1513 to 1916, he was in attendance 
al Osgoode Hall. 

He then enlisted as a lieuten- 
ant with the 157th Battalion of 
Simcoe County and went overseas 
in September, 1916, with a draft of 
officers. Two months later he was 
in France, attached to the 21st Bat- 
talion. He was then gazetted for 
duty with the Second Canadian 
Division Trench Mortar Brigade 
and'rose to the rank of Captain and 
received the Military Cross for dis- 
tinguished service in the field.

As 
Crown Attorney he was fair in every 
sense of the word taking a particu- 
lar interest in the welfare of young 
men and boys who had strayed for 
the first time.
